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G.S.R-s 7(E).—In Exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule(i) of rule 8 of the Central Excise 
Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby exempts toothpaste falling under Item No. 14FF 
of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), upto a value not 
exceeding rupees one lakh, cleared for home consumption on or after the 1st day of ApiTl 
in any financial year by or on behalf of a manufacturer from one or more factories, from the 
whole of the duty of excise leviable thereon 
Provided that— 

(i) this exemption shall not apply to any toothpaste manufactured by a manufacturer 
if the total value of such toothpaste bo cleared by such manufacturer during such 
financial year exceeds rupees two lakhs; 

(ii) where toothpaste Is produced in any factory and such factory is run at different 
times in any financial year by different manufacturers, the value of toothpaste so 
cleared from such factory In any such year at nil rate of duty shall not exceed 
rupees one lakh; 

(Hi) in the case of toothpaste manufactured by a manufacturer the value of which so 
cleared during such financial year exceeds rupees one lakh but does not exceed 
rupees two lakhs, this exemption shall apply only to the first clearances thereof 
upto a value not exceeding rupees one lakh: 

Provided further that a manufacturer shall be permitted to clear for home consumption 
during the period commencing on the 1st March, 1974, and ending on the 31st March, 1974, 
toothpaste upto a value not exceeding ten thousand rupees subject to the condition that the 
value of toothpaste cleared for home consumption by or on behalf of such manufacturer from 
one or more factories during that period does not exceed twenty thousand rupees.

(b) ‘straw board’ mean* a board made wholly or predominantly from partially cooked 
unbleached straw or bagasse or grasses or other agricultural residues or a mixture 
of these : provided that— 

(i) the quantity of any other material used shall not exceed one third in weight 
of the total weight of the ingredients, and 

(ii) such board shall not be specially compressed and shall not have any paprer 
pasted on either surface. 

3. This notification shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1974.
